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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-6 and 8-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While Fraunkron and Ogawa disclose a method of making TEDA using a zeolite 
catalyst similar to that of the current invention, they do not disclose first treating the 
catalyst in a steam environment at the currently claimed conditions. 

Ashina had previously been relied upon for teaching such a steam treatment. 
While Ashina does disclose a steam treatment for a zeolite catalyst, Ashina is drawn to 
a process of producing a different product (DMA) through a different type of reaction 
using different starting materials than Fraunkron, Ogawa or the current invention. While 
one skilled in the art may be motivated by Ashina to perform a steam treatment on a 
zeolite catalyst for use in the types of reactions disclosed therein, there does not appear 
to be anything in the record that would motivate one skilled in the art to believe such 
advantages would be realized in different unrelated reactions such as those of 
Fraunkron, Ogawa or the current invention.
